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Recycling site stays open 

... but closed on Sundays and only garden waste allowed on Saturdays

T HE battle to keep 
Bridport’s House¬ 
hold Recycling Cen¬ 
tre (HRC) open was won 
last week - but residents 
still face heavy weekend re¬ 
strictions. 

Starting next month the 
HRC will close on Sundays 
and will only accept garden 
waste on Saturdays, to limit 
noise disturbance to nearby 
residents. 

Reluctant Dorset county 
councillors agreed to ex¬ 
tend temporary planning 
consent at the site for a 
sixth time last week, as 
there was still no solution 
to the ongoing Waste 
Transfer Station (WTS) 
saga. 

At the DCC planning 
committee last week coun¬ 


cillors said they were “em¬ 
barrassed” that officers had 
taken so long to find a lo¬ 
cation for the new WTS 
and insisted the latest two- 
year extension for the HRC 
would be the last. 

Robert Gould, Dorset 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for the environ¬ 
ment, admitted this was not 
the ideal outcome and in¬ 
sisted that measures would 
be taken to stop potential 
fly-tipping: “Our priority 
was to strike a balance be¬ 
tween addressing the key 
concern of nearby residents 
and making sure local peo¬ 
ple had somewhere to recy¬ 


cle their waste. To achieve 
this, restricting weekend 
operations was the best op¬ 
tion available,” he said. 

“We’ve worked hard to 
find a solution to keep the 
South Street facility open 
while work to deliver a new 
waste management facility 
for the area is ongoing. 
Over the next few weeks 
every effort will be made to 
inform local people of the 
changes and of alternative 
facilities available.” 

Leader of the Bridport 
Town Council, Dave 
Rickard, said he was 
pleased with the result but 
still had concerns about the 
implications the town now 
faced. 

“Ideally we would have 
liked to make it more ac¬ 
cessible to people at week¬ 
ends but that wasn’t an 
option,” he said. 


“They made it very clear 
that they were embarrassed 
and annoyed that their offi¬ 
cers had taken so long and 
had made such a hash of 
finding a site for the WTS. 

“They also made it clear 
that their officers really 
need to get down to it now 
and make sure in two 
year’s time this isn’t a 
problem again. 

“All in all I think it was a 
good result. I think it will 
still cause some problems 
but the alternatives were 
just not acceptable.” 

Bridport Town Council¬ 
lor, Karl Wallace, was also 
pleased with the outcome 
but feared that such strong 
weekend restrictions were 
unworkable and uneco¬ 
nomical. “The pressure is 
now on for the WTS to be 
pushed through really 
quickly but we need to 
make sure things are done 
properly and we don’t 
leave any stone unturned,” 
he said.

“I’m pleased that the cen¬ 
tre won’t be closing alto¬ 
gether but I still think that 
only opening for garden 
waste on a Saturday is 
ridiculous and completely 
unworkable. 

“There is still a threat of 
fly tipping. It is potentially 
not as bad as it would have 
been if it had closed alto¬ 
gether but it’s still a possi¬ 
bility.” 

Bridport Town Council¬ 
lor Keith Day however was 
angered by the decision 
and is urging the public to 
support a petition to keep 
the centre open at week¬ 
ends. 


“Once again the hard 
working people of Bridport 
have been short-changed,” 
he said. 

“They will now be forced 
to use their precious week¬ 
end and family time to take 
their waste to Dorchester, 
Weymouth or Sherborne - 
and how is that helping the 
environment? 

“The current cost of fuel 
will also have an impact on 
these already financially 
squeezed families. We have 
been waiting for a new 
waste site for Bridport for 
years, progress is so slow - 
and now this!”

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Further war of words over plans for Charles Street offices 


NEW offices for West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil were again the subject of controversy 
last week after the Liberal Democrat group 
on the council tried to re-open discussions 
on the proposals. 

The move came after a new offer, which 
they claimed could save the taxpayer £3 
million, came from the Duchy of Cornwall. 

The leader of the WDDC, Robert Gould, 
described the letter from the Duchy as 
coming from "out of the blue". 


In a return letter to Duchy officials he de¬ 
scribed the offer as a "clear attempt to de¬ 
rail the democratically taken decision"and 
also said that the decision to come forward 
with an offer at this late stage as being 
"disingenuous". 

District Councillor Ros Kayes said:"This is 
no way for an elected leader of a public 
body to be responding to officials from the 
Duchy of Cornwall. It says a lot about 
Robert Gould's operational style. It is 


clearly intended to give offence. 

"At every stage this process has been 
mired in obfuscation and lack of trans¬ 
parency. The financial support of £1/4 mil¬ 
lion to Simons was introduced at an 
executive meeting as an urgent item so 
that no-one had a chance to see the fig¬ 
ures beforehand. Council has never fully 
debated the proposals because they were 
introduced as exempt business; a referen¬ 
dum by the residents of Dorchester has 


been completely ignored; the national 
press and the BBC have attempted to ex¬ 
pose the issue and now the chair of coun¬ 
cil has refused to allow open debate of this 
new offer. 

"This is a travesty of the democratic 
process - there are serious questions to be 
asked about this whole proposal. The only 
power to stop the proposals now rests with 
the electorate of West Dorset. The Conser¬ 
vatives and Independents voted unani¬ 


mously yesterday not to discuss these pro¬ 
posals. I urge the electorate to stop this 
white elephant of a scheme, which is a 
total waste of tax-payers money by ex¬ 
pressing their opinion through the ballot 
box." 

A reappraisal of the plans, initiated by Coun¬ 
cillor Ros Kayes, was blocked by the WDDC 
last week, despite admissions that they were 
not all aware of the details of the offer.

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Bridport Town Councillor David Tett said the decision 
was a victory for “common sense”. 

The changes will come into effect on Saturday, April 
16th, additional site staff will be on hand on Saturdays, 
from this date, to help deal with the anticipated increase 
in queries. 

Local residents wishing to recycle their waste at week¬ 
ends are encouraged to visit other county council sites, 
which include St Georges Road in Dorchester, Preston 
Beach Road in Weymouth and West Mill Lane in Sher¬ 
borne. 

The South Street site will continue to open Monday to 
Friday, 9am to 5pm, November to March and from 9am 
to 6pm, April to October. All the usual range of recycling 
and waste disposal facilities will remain at the site and 
all waste materials will be accepted on weekdays. 

Saturday opening will be from 10am to 4pm, exclu¬ 
sively for garden waste. 

Residents are also encouraged to maximise the use of 
their existing kerbside collection scheme as well as use 
local mini recycling banks. 

West Dorset District Council can provide a collection 
service for large, bulky items of household waste for a 
fee.

Tins into play equipment 


EMPTY paint tins are being put 
to good use by Magna Housing 
Association - they're being re¬ 
cycled into play equipment and 
benches. 

Magna gets through 
aroundl2,000 litres of paint 
each year, as its decorators re¬ 
vamp homes and communal 
areas across West Dorset and 
beyond. 

And rather than dump the 
empty tins at landfill sites, 
Magna, which owns and man¬ 
ages more than 6,000 homes, 
has signed up to the Dulux can 


recycling service. 

The paint tins are collected 
and then reprocessed. Plastic 
cans are used to make things 
like garden furniture, while 
metal tins can be recycled into 
tools. 

Head of building services Trea 
Murphy said:"Magna is commit¬ 
ted to sustainability and reduc¬ 
ing our carbon footprint. This is 
just one of the ways we can do 
our bit to help the environ¬ 
ment." 

The idea came from Magna's 
Dorchester-based stores team. 
They wanted to find a way to re¬ 


duce the company's impact on 
the environment and save 
money on disposing of the 
thousands of paint tins that 
build up every year. 

Magna is also involved at the 
other end of the recycling circle. 

Ken Bodycombe, Magna's 
community development man¬ 
ager, said: "We have installed a 
number of benches in the area 
which are made from recycled 
plastic. They're quite expensive 
- about £650 - but they last a 
long time because they're so 
strong. They also don't need any 
maintenance."

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'Another setback' says 
business owner over 
coast road closures

R oadworks on 

the B3157 coast 
road have been met 
with criticism from road 
safety campaigners and 
business owners on the 
route. 

Owner of the Hive Beach 
Cafe, Steve Atrrill, said 
that road closures were the 
last thing businesses on the 
route needed whilst road 
safety campaigners fear the 
improvements may be mis¬ 
directed and lead to further 
accidents. 

The roadworks are the 
final phase of a partnership 
project to improve safety 
on the route. 

Most of the works will be 
controlled with temporary 
traffic lights but resurfac¬ 
ing work will require three 
sections of the road to be 
closed in the coming 
weeks. 

Alternative routes will be 
signed and access to local 
businesses will be main¬ 
tained throughout but Mr 
Atrill of the Hive Beach 
Cafe at Burton Bradstock 
fears that this is just an¬ 
other setback for busi¬ 
nesses on the road. 

“All improvements to 
transport systems prior to 
the 2012 Games are wel¬ 
come but it seems harsh in 
the current economic cli¬ 
mate to undertake major 
works at the beginning of 
the tourist season,” he said. 

“At the end of a decade 
of closures, disasters rang¬ 
ing from oil on the beach 
to tornadoes, a settled 
patch would be very wel¬ 
come indeed. 

“Unless our customers 
circumnavigate the lanes 
around the Bride Valley we 
stand to lose a substantial 
amount of trade. And all of 
this is happening without 
consultation with business 
owners. Also, as yet, we 
have not worked out how 
regular delivery lorries will 
reach us in our normal 
hours of opening.” 

Andy Ackerman, Dorset 
County Council’s head of 
highways, said: “The 
safety enhancement work 
now underway along the 
B3157 coast road consists 
mainly of fairly minor 
works - such as signing, 
lining, changes to lay-bys 
and gateways, and so on - 
which should not cause too 
much traffic disruption or 
require road closures. This 
work has been planned fol¬ 
lowing discussions with 
local town and parish 
councils along the route. 

“We will also be carrying 
out some essential resur¬ 
facing work along some 
sections of the route during 
March and April. This 
work is badly needed to re¬ 


pair potholes and other 
damage caused by the re¬ 
cent ice and snow, and 
local communities are very 
keen that we complete this 
work as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. 

“Night-time time work 
on such projects is carried 
out very rarely in urban 


areas, because of the dis¬ 
ruptive effect of the noise 
and lighting on local resi¬ 
dents. However, if any 
businesses are directly af¬ 
fected by such works — or 
are immediately adjacent 
to them — we get in touch 
with the traders to explain 
what is going to happen 
and listen to any concerns 
they may have.” 

The planned safety en¬ 
hancements have also 
come under criticism. 
Tony Edwards, Chairman 
of Puncknowle & Swyre 


Parish Council and a mem¬ 
ber of the Project Safety 
Advisory Board, said that 
he was pleased that some 
of the road engineering 
safety aspects were being 
implemented but was dis¬ 
appointed that some of the 
efforts seemed “misdi¬ 
rected” and “unsupported” 


by traffic accident statis¬ 
tics. 

“I’m particularly disap¬ 
pointed that the board had 
not been able to persuade 
county council highways 
officials to restore all cen¬ 
tre lining - rather than just 
at identified hazard spots,” 
he said. 

“I also believe that the 
radical changes proposed 
to the road layout at Bur¬ 
ton Bradstock (which will 
involve road-narrowing, 
shared usage footpaths and 
road crossings) should 


have been subjected to 
wider public examination 
of the likely effects on all 
road users, the proven 
need for the changes, and 
the costs - in the context of 
reducing accidents along 
the route.” 

Mr Edwards said these 
changes will lead to “sig¬ 
nificant traffic hold-ups” 
and could cause frustrated 
drivers to speed and drive 
carelessly. 

He believes money may 
have been better spent on 
other traffic-calming 
measures including speed 
indicator devices, 

tourist/visitor parking/pic¬ 
nic areas, limited access to 
HGVs, driver awareness 
and education pro¬ 
grammes, continuation of 
the police’s “No Excuse” 
campaign and develop¬ 
ment of cycleways and 
pathways along the coastal 
route. 

He added: “Safety on 
this road will continue to 
be monitored and reported 
on by local residents with 
a view to further changes.

I THE B3157 project brings to¬ 
gether partners including the 
county council, local town and 
parish councils, the Dorset Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty team and 
Dorset Police with the aim of improving 
safety along the whole route using 
methods in keeping with the rural set¬ 
ting. 

During March and April, Dorset 
County Council will be making a range 
of safety enhancements as well as tak¬ 
ing the opportunity to resurface sec¬ 
tions of the B3157 during this period. 

The majority of the work will be done 
between 7:45am and 4:30pm Monday 
to Friday and 7:45am and 1 pm on Sat¬ 
urdays, using temporary traffic signals 
or stop/go boards. 

This phase of the project involves en¬ 
hancing features of the route passing 
through settlements, including gate¬ 
way features built from natural materi¬ 
als and coloured surfacing at entrances 
to villages. There will also be improve¬ 
ments for pedestrians through villages 
such as Burton Bradstock, narrowing 


sections of road through villages and 
improving sight lines and adding anti¬ 
skid surfacing at bends. 

Following discussions with local town 
and parish councils, the county council 
has agreed to provide additional road 
markings and cats-eyes at specific loca¬ 
tions along the route. 

On Friday, March 11th, a new 50mph 
speed limit will also come into force on 
the B3157 between Chickerell and 
Portesham. 

The resurfacing work will include 
areas of the road where potholes ap¬ 
peared following the earlier removal of 
cats-eyes. 

Road closures will be in place from 
8:45am to 3:30pm, subject to change, 
on the following dates: 

• March 16 - March 25 at West Street, 
Abbotsbury, from The Square to the 
foot of Abbotsbury Hill 

• March 28-April 1 at Elworth Bend, 
for approximately 150 yards to either 
side of the Elworth Junction 

• April 4-April 8 at High Street, Bur¬ 
ton Bradstock, between Cliff Road and 
Mill Lane.

How can councillors 
even contemplate it? 


■ I WRITE with reference to the 
letter printed in the View on 
Wednesday, February 23rd, 2011 
from Tony Alford, vice chairman of 
West Dorset District Council Exec¬ 
utive Committee. 

So, the new offices and library for 
Dorchester, according to Tony Al¬ 
ford, will save us £200,000 annu¬ 
ally. Wow! Are you serious? Even 
if it does save this for a few years, 
it’s hardly going to dent the £10mil- 
lion (always assuming, of course, 
that no extras turn up along the 
way) that WDDC councillors, de¬ 
spite not being obliged to spend in 
this manner, chose as their priority. 

Did no one pay any consideration 
to the fact that that it will take 50 
years just to break even? Will this 
saving be of any value in a few 
years time? A new Mini cost £500 
48 years ago. Today it’s £22,500. 


So £500 today is worth just 1/45 of 
what it used to be. 

Despite this ‘saving’ for local tax 
payers and the cut in government 
grant, we are told, the council has 
been able to protect frontline and/or 
essential services. Unfortunately 
though, reductions had to be made 
in school crossing patrols, rural 
road maintenance, youth services, 
the minor injury unit, Connexions 
and passenger transport to name but 
a few. Not forgetting the plans to 
close 20 libraries. 

But, hey, we can now park for free 
in the evenings and on Sundays and 
short stay parking charges are 
frozen from April. I suppose these 
things just depend on your classifi¬ 
cation of services. 

How can councillors even con¬ 
template such an expensive devel¬ 
opment in this economic climate? 
As far as general savings are con¬ 


cerned, similar ones can be made 
without moving - such as 
printer/photocopying costs, reduced 
staffing, heating and lighting, gen¬ 
eral admin costs. If parts of the 
building are not used, they could be 
rented out. Perhaps a reduction in 
accountancy staff should also be 
considered - you know, bring in the 
volunteers - they may well be more 
familiar with financial and social 
priorities at grassroots level. 

The new library and office devel¬ 
opment in Dorchester doesn’t save 
us anything. We have to spend 
£10million to build it. Indeed, it will 
come at a much higher cost to those 
of us in the rest of West Dorset who 
have no choice but to contribute 
through their taxes and loss of many 
of their services.

The event is part of Rotary International’s Youth Com¬ 
mittee programme to find the best young photographers in 
Britain and Ireland. Their aim is to encourage children aged 
7 to 17 to experiment with either digital or traditional meth¬ 
ods, show interpretation of a given topic and express their 
ideas through the medium of photography. 

The competition is open to students from Beaminster 
School and The Sir John Colfox School, and last year, the 
first, attracted 200 entries from the two age categories. 
However it appears that this year’s theme ‘The Commu¬ 
nity Spirit’ was not such an inspiring subject, and entries 
were well down with only the senior age group repre¬ 
sented. 

The entries were of a high quality and local professional 
photographer Peter Millson and I were once again con¬ 
fronted with a hugely difficult task. 

This year we had to choose a portfolio - each of four pho¬ 
tographs - which in a way made the job more difficult than 
last year when it was based on single pictures, as we had to 
consider the group impact. 

Peter’s expertise and experience was invaluable with re¬ 
gards to the technical merit of the entries, which was one 
of the criteria we had to judge along with content and com¬ 
position, imagination and style. 

It was incredibly difficult to choose but in the end we 
both agreed that Year 13 A-level photography student 
Katherine Paul’s entry of events at the Bridport Hat Festi¬ 
val was the best, with Ella Squirrell, a Year 10 pupil’s quar¬ 
tet of black and white photos the runner-up. 

Whilst individual photos did not qualify for the compe¬ 
tition, the Brit Valley Rotary Club kindly donated small 
prizes for three photos which Peter and I thought worthy of 
note. 

One was part of the winning portfolio; two children and 
an adult enjoying a sandwich. The second was a black and 
white entry by Sophie Gordon, a Year 12 A-level photog¬ 
raphy student,of two ladies in a European city enjoying a 
cup of coffee and a cigarette al fresco, which Peter thought 
technically was the best on display, whilst the third of a 
portly gentleman having a nap in a deckchair at an agri¬ 
cultural show by another Year 12 A-level photography stu-

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'Unthinkable'that bells should 


fall silent 


VILLAGERS in Chideock are rallying around to raise 
£70,000 to help keep historic church bells ringing. 

After 400 years of heralding every major event, from 
the end of the war to the coronation, the bell frame in St 
Giles church has become unsafe. 

At present, there are five bells, which hang in a 400- 
year-old frame. The bells are of four different ages, with 
the oldest being cast in 1640, and the newest two in 1887. 

It was at the last hanging in 1887 that any work was car¬ 
ried out, so after 114 years of wear and tear and corro¬ 
sion, the time has come for major works to be undertaken. 

At the moment the bells continue to be rung, with fort¬ 
nightly inspections, to ensure that the frame is still safe.

The urgent works will involve removing the bells, and 
the oak frame, disposing of the frame, and replacing it 
with a new steel frame. The bells will also need to be 
taken away, re-tuned, and be fitted with new modern 
hangings. 

A new sixth bell from an old church in Shropshire has 
also been purchased and will be added to the new frame 
when it is assembled.

said: “The cost of this exercise in financial terms is sub¬ 
stantial, but the cost to the village of not having bells is 
far greater. 

“This is not simply the responsibility of the church, or 
those villagers who regularly attend church. Indeed these 
people are already making a substantial contribution to 
the up-keep of the church itself. It is the responsibility of 
the village as a whole, and on that basis a committee has 
been formed to ensure that the project is efficiently man¬ 
aged, and that the village is not put into the unthinkable 
situation where the bells fall silent. 

“There is a lot of money to raise, and the village will 


need to be more innovative and generous than ever be¬ 
fore. 

“The committee believes that with considerable effort, 
it should be possible to raise around £40,000 from grants 
and other funds. This will leave around £30,000 to be 
raised by the village.” 

The fundraising committee are already underway with 
their fundraising events. The Chideock Cider Makers 
have also chosen the Church Bell Appeal as their charity 
this year and will be doing various fund raising events in¬ 
cluding their annual pumpkin growing competition and 
a skittles week.

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How to keep those pests off your beautiful, blossoming garden 


H ave you had it 
with those garden 
pests? Here are 
some tips for keeping ro¬ 
dents and insects out of 
your vegetable garden 
and your flower beds. 

1. First, there's the crit¬ 
ters. Scattering moth 
balls around your garden 


and flower beds will keep 
cats and rodents out. 
Cats won't use your gar¬ 
den and beds as a litter 
box if you scatter an or¬ 
ange peel and coffee 
ground mixture. Also, if 
your have young 
saplings wrap a few strips 
of fiberglass insulation 


around them to keeps ro¬ 
dents off. 

2. Making a simple 
scarecrow will keep un¬ 
wanted birds and other 
pests away. Take some 
grocery sacks, fill with air, 
and tie shut with a rub¬ 
ber band. Place some 
stakes around your gar¬ 


den and tie the bags to 
them. The rustling 
sounds will scare them 
away. 

3. If your have straw¬ 
berries plants that get 
robbed by birds, get 
some driveway stones. 
Paint the stones red, and 
scatter them around your 
plants. The birds will get 
fed up with the hard 
"strawberries" and leave 
them alone by the time 
they are rip. 

4. Deer can be trou¬ 
blesome also.Try scatter¬ 
ing hair around your 
garden. Human hair will 
work, but other animal 
hair may work better. 
And if your a real desper¬ 
ate to keep deer out, go 
to your local zoo and get 
some exotic animal 
dong.They will be glad to 
give you some! I also can 
across the tip of putting 
Christmas lights around 
your garden. But it may 
become the talk of town, 
lighting your garden. 


Maybe using porch party 
lights wouldn't look so 
odd. 

5. And now for those 
insects. A mixture of 4 
Tbsp dish soap in 1 gal¬ 
lon of water sprayed in 
your garden will keep 
aphids, spider mites, and 
other pests away. You 
could also spray leftover 
coffee where spider 
mites hang out. If you 
have a plant infected 
with spider mites, mix up 
1/2 cup buttermilk, 4 
cups wheat flour, and 5 
gallons of water. Spray or 
pour onto plants. Mix 
some cayenne peppers 
with water in a blender. 
Spray the mixture in your 
garden to keep ants, spi¬ 
ders, caterpillars, and 
cabbage worms out. 

6. If you have insects 
bothering your perenni¬ 
als, mix up some black 
pepper and pre-sifted 
flour. Sprinkle it on and 
around your plants. Plac¬ 
ing matches headfirst 





into the soil around your 
fern plants will keep 
worms off. Use 4 to 6, de¬ 
pending on the size of 
the fern. 

7. Recycle old sandpa¬ 
per disks in your garden 
to keep slugs off your 
plants. Cut them open to 
make a collar that can be 


slipped around your 
plant. Slugs won't cross 
over them. Also, to kill 
slugs and snails instantly 
sprinkle salt on them.The 
best time to find them 
out is at night. 

8. And lastly, you do not 
want standing water 
around your home. This 


is where mosquitoes lay 
their eggs. Keep buckets, 
wagons and such upside 
down, or covered. If you 
can't get rid of the stand¬ 
ing water, pour some 
dish soap in it. This will 
kill the eggs and larva.

Mozart's best loved works WITH JOHN MAKEPEACE 


ON Saturday, April 2nd 2011 at 7.30pm at Holy Trinity 
Church, Weymouth Choral Society will present a con¬ 
cert celebrating several of the best loved works of the 
great composer, Mozart - the VesperaeSolonnes de Con- 
fessore, the Clarinet Concert in A major, and the Requiem 
Mass in D minor. 

The Vesperae Solonnes de Confessore was written in 
1780, during a period in Mozart's life when music for the 
church formed a major part of his output. The Vespers 
contain the Laudate Dominum for soprano soloist, per¬ 
haps one of Mozart's most memorably beautiful 
melodies. You will also recognise several themes in the 
exquisite Clarinet Concerto in A major. The soloist in 
this piece is a young and gifted musician, Joy Boole, 
who is currently studying Clarinet at the Guildhall 
School of Music and Drama. 

The final and major work in this concert will be the Re¬ 
quiem which, like the Clarinet Concerto, was written in 
the last year of Mozart's life, 1791. There are many 
myths and controversies surrounding the work, espe¬ 
cially how much of it was actually completed by Mozart 
before his death.These unknown factors somehow add 
to the impact of this dramatic and intense music. 

Weymouth Choral Society will be joined by four pro¬ 
fessional solo singers and the Wessex Sinfonia orchestra 
in this programme featuring the mastery of Mozart. 
The society hopes that you will join them for an 
evening of music which will take you through a gamut 
of emotions: the heavenly lyricism of the Laudate 
Dominum; the contrasting moods of melancholy and 
playfulness in the Clarinet Concerto; and the dark in¬ 
tensity of the opening bars of the Requiem.

ON Monday, March 14th, the Electric Palace in Bridport will be screening Essays In 
Wood, a film commissioned by the The Devon Guild of Craftsmen to be a part of an 
exhibition about the highly honoured English furniture designer and maker John 
Makepeace. 

The exhibition,'Enriching the Language of Furniture'is the maker's first solo show, 
covering work from 50 years at the forefront of British design. The show will tour to 
leading venues in England and Scotland and the screening in Bridport is pro¬ 
grammed to coincide with the exhibition at Somerset House in London. 

Inspired early on by Danish designers, the young Makepeace built his own work¬ 
shop and soon earned national acclaim, winning design competition entries. He 
gained international renown in the 1970s for an educational programme pioneered 
at Parnham College which integrated teaching of fine craftsmanship in wood with 
design and entrepreneurship. 

Through the 1980s and'90s, while directing Parnham College and running his own 
studio, Makepeace began to address some of forestry's most pressing economic con¬ 
cerns. Having been able to buy a 350-acre forest, named Hooke Park, Makepeace 
brought together foresters, chemists, material scientists, structural engineers and de¬ 
signers to research and develop sustainable new 
technologies and building methods and the award¬ 
winning buildings at the Hooke Park campus are 
proof of his successful collaborations. 

A discussion between Andrew Poore, an award 
winning forestry consultant, and John Makepeace 
about the problems of forestry development, tim¬ 
ber production and its long term sustainability, bio¬ 
diversity, sustainability, the use of natural resources 
-sun, water, earth - the growing of quality timber 
and more will take place after the screening.

IN 1923, Dublin-born William Butler Yeats be¬ 
came the first Irish recipient of the Nobel Prize 
for Literature "for his inspired poetry, which in 
a highly artistic form gives expression to the 
spirit of a whole nation". Yeats published hun¬ 
dreds of poems, dozens of which are well- 
known favourites, such as, "The Second 
Coming", "Lake of Innisfree", "When you are 
Old"etc. - so it is not easy to choose which to 
include here. Please forgive me if I haven't in¬ 
cluded your favourite. 

THE SONG OF WANDERING AENGUS 

I went out to the hazel wood, 

Because a fire was in my head, 

And cut and peeled a hazel wand, 

And hooked a berry to a thread; 

And when white moths were on the wing, 
And moth-like stars were flickering out, 

I dropped the berry in a stream 
And caught a little silver trout. 

When I had laid it on the floor 
I went to blow the fire aflame, 

But something rustled on the floor, 

And some one called me by my name: 

It had become a glimmering girl 
With apple blossom in her hair 
Who called me by my name and ran 
And faded through the brightening air. 

Though I am old with wandering 
Through hollow lands and hilly lands. 

I will find out where she has gone, 

And kiss her lips and take her hands; 


And walk among long dappled grass, 

And pluck till time and times are done 
The silver apples of the moon, 

The golden apples of the sun. 

If you ever go across the sea to Ireland you 
may have the opportunity to visit the Code 
Park Nature Reserve in County Galway. In 
Yeats'day this was the home of Lady Augusta 
Gregory, a co-founder with Yeats of Dublin's 
Abbey Theatre. It was also, of course, the inspi¬ 
ration for this poem. 

WILD SWANS AT COOLE 

The trees are in their autumn beauty, 

The woodland paths are dry, 

Under the October twilight the water 
Mirrors a still sky; 

Upon the brimming water among the stones 
Are nine-and-fifty Swans. 

The nineteenth autumn has come upon me 
Since I first made my count; 

I saw, before I had well finished, 

All suddenly mount 

And scatter wheeling in great broken rings 
Upon their clamorous wings. 

I have looked upon those brilliant creatures, 
And now my heart is sore. 

All's changed since I, hearing at twilight, 

The first time on this shore, 

The bell-beat of their wings above my head, 
Trod with a lighter tread. 


Unwearied still, lover by lover, 

They paddle in the cold 
Companionable streams or climb the air; 
Their hearts have not grown old; 
Passion or conquest, wander where they will, 
Attend upon them still. 

But now they drift on the still water, 
Mysterious, beautiful; 

Among what rushes will they build, 

By what lake's edge or pool 
Delight men's eyes when I awake some day 
To find they have flown away? 

Yeats died in France early in 1939 and was 
buried there. After the war his body was 
moved to Drumcliffe, County Sligo, which was 
his childhood home. 

HE WISHES FOR THE CLOTHS OF HEAVEN 

Had I the Heaven's embroidered cloths, 
Enwrought with golden and silver light, 

The blue and the dim and the dark cloths 
Of night and light and the half-light, 

I would spread the cloths under your feet; 
Tread softly because you tread on my dreams.

Phase 1: West Bay harbour to Slape Mill (R Brit); the River Asker from its confluence with the 
River Brit to Loders Mill; the Mangerton Brook from its confluence with the River Asker to 
Mangerton Mill. The works are intended to be carried out 2011 to 2013. 

Phase 2: modifications to other structures to improve fish passage and habitat enhancements 
to improve water quality but not specifically identified in Phase 1. Subject to available funding 
it is intended to commence this phase in 2013. 

The Phase 1 improvement works will involve the following: installation of fish passes on the 
River Brit at West Bay harbour sluice gates, Brewery weir and Gundry weir. The Agency will 
also carry out surveys to assess the habitat of the specified rivers and carry out various site 
specific projects identified in those surveys aimed at reducing silt, field run off, pollution 
and increasing spawning sites for migrating fish species. These works will be carried out in 
partnership with the Westcountry Rivers Trust and other interested local organisations.

Bridport promotion hopes dented 


Terras ease past Bees to final 

BRIDPORT 1 WEYMOUTH 3 
DORSET SENIOR CUP SEMI-FINAL 

THREE scintillating second- half goals saw Weymouth ease 
past Bridport into the final of the Dorset Senior Cup. 

After a first-half that saw a sluggish Terras out battled by 
Bridport, they came alive after the break and won the tie 
with three quality goals. 

Only five of the Weymouth squad who played against 
Hemel Hempstead, including keeper Nick Jordan who was 
a doubt, started with manager Martyn Rogers resting a lot 
of his first team and giving opportunities to fringe players, 
whilst Bridport were without the sick Chris Senior. 

Neither Jordan or his opposite number Sam Filkins were 
troubled in the first quarter of the match with both sides 
battling it out in midfield, but a poor back pass from Ben 
Gerring on 23 minutes saw Ryan Dovell beat Jordan to the 
ball but he lifted his shot not only over the keeper but also 
the bar. 

Weymouth had a great chance to take the lead on 31 min¬ 
utes from the penalty spot. Alex Halloran's initial shot from 
the edge of the box was blocked but as he picked up the re¬ 
bound he was brought down by Bees skipper Darren Lock. 
However Filkins brought off a superb save; diving to his left 
he got his right hand to Jamie Beasley's well struck shot and 
it rebounded to safety. 

Lock made amend six minutes later when he headed Brid¬ 
port into the lead. Dan Wise's right sided corner evaded 
everyone, but Jamie Symes collected it and provided the 
perfect cross for the unmarked Lock to steer a looping 
header into the left corner from 12 yards. 

Weymouth almost equalised four minutes from the break. 
Mitch Conning cut along the byeline but Filkins managed to 
stick out his leg to deflect it away from goal to Halloran who 
blasted over from the edge of the box. 

Weymouth came out much more confidence after the 
break, and equalised on 54 minutes through Stephen Reed, 
who pulled the strings in theTerras midfield and had a great 
battle all evening with Darren Watts. 

Ollie Tribe, another of the Weymouth successes, drove 
down the right before pulling the ball back to Reed who 
thumped a magnificent 25-yard left footed shot high into 
the top right corner. 

This put Bridport on the back foot, and they almost scored 
again immediately when Beasley, subject of seven day no¬ 
tice of approach by Dorchester, jinked in along the byeline. 
However Filkins once again produced a first class save when 
he tipped Tribe's close range side foot from the cross over 
the bar. 

Dan Peart was unlucky when his 25-yard shot was blocked 
at the other end but Weymouth were not to be denied, and 
they went ahead on the hour. Jordan's kick downfield was 
superbly controlled by Conning who in one movement swiv¬ 
elled and hit a looping left foot volley from 22 yards which 
gave Filkins no chance. 

Sam Charles then fired just wide after good work by Con¬ 
ning before the striker put in Beasley, but Filkins was quick 
off his line to save with his legs. 

Tribe got his reward for a good performance when he 
sealed the win on 67 minutes. John Litherland's shot was 
charged down butTribe was on itlikeaflashtohammerthe 
ball high into the same corner as Reed's effort. 

DespiteTrevor Senior introducing Shane Evans and Ashley 
Clark, Bridport never got back into the game, and it drifted 
to an inevitable conclusion although a late 25 yard effort 
from Wise drifted over the bar, before Beasley having beaten 
three players in a mazy run, shanked his shot wildly wide of 
goal. 

The win would have been a boost for Rogers before his 
side resume their relegation battle at Banbury at the week¬ 
end, whilst Senior would have been pleased with his side's 
first half display against a side three rungs up the league lad¬ 
der. 

Rogers said after the game: "I was quite disappointed in 
our first half display; I don't think we got on the ball and 
passed it as well as I wanted. We changed the system a little 
bit in the second half and I thought we were so much better. 
I thought we controlled it for long periods and scored three 
great goals. I was really pleased. 

"Okay we rested several players ahead of Saturday because 
as far as far as the club is concerned our league status is 
more important, but having said that at the end of the day 
it's a semi-final, and it was imperative that we gave a good 
display, and I thought we did that in the second-half. 

"I was quite pleased with Mitch Conning's performance; 
he showed up really well; Reedy in places was really strong, 
and Ben Gerring was decent, but there were a lot of steady 
performances without being outstanding. I thought we 
knocked it around quite nicely in the second-half." 

"It would be nice to keep a couple of those goals for the 
weekend!"

The 7/1 shot, despite a bad blunder at 
the fourth fence recovered well in the 
Hall & Roche Handicap Chase, and with 
Andrew Glassonbury giving him a ma¬ 
jestic ride they out ran Silver Story from 
the last to win by 1 l A lengths with the 
rest of the field spread-eagled. 

It was only the eight-year-olds second 
race over fences and on good ground to 
which he is much more suited. 

Always in contention in a field of six, 
he blundered at the fourth, but as the 
race unfolded began to look dangerous 
and approaching the turn for home was 


handily placed behind Silver Story and 
Shake The Barley. At the fourth last 
Glassonbury cleverly steadied his 
charge as the other two went full throt¬ 
tle, and an excellent jump put him 
alongside. 

Shake the Barley eventually tired but 
having nosed in front at the next he al¬ 
lowed Richard Johnson’s horse to pull 
alongside again, before a superb last 
fence jump saw them pull away for a 
battling narrow victory. 

Buckler said:” He ran a great race. The 
ground was more to his liking; he hated 
the heavy ground at Fontwell last time 
out. He’s a big baby really, and was 
looking around two out, but came good. 
Andrew gave him a very good ride. 


“He still needs to mature and get his 
head down and race, but it was very 
pleasing. We will look after him now 
and he will now stay on and go summer 
racing on the faster ground which he 
likes.” 

Last week began with an encouraging 
run from Small Fly, also at the new 
Welsh course, although he unfortunately 
fell three out. In only his second race, 
the first over hurdles, he was starting to 
make a bid for victory and disputing 
third when he got a small bump on the 
approach and slipped and slithered to 
the ground on landing. 

“It was a good run,” said Buckler. “He 
is very small and the slightest bump can 
unbalance him. He was staying on and I 
think might have got second place, had 
he stood up. He’s a bit sore from the fall 
but okay.” 

Buckler’s decision to run Ballyegan 
on the same card backfired and he fin¬ 
ished mid-division in the Felinfoel 
Brewers’ Dragon Stout Handicap Hur¬ 
dle over three miles. 

Buckler took the blame. “I think I ran 
him too quickly after Plumpton two 
weeks ago in heavy ground. Although 
the ground was better, it had not dried 
quickly enough and was still soft, and I 
don’t think he had recovered com¬ 
pletely. He ran a bit flat and made a cou¬ 
ple of mistakes.” 

Buckler’s own horse Different Trades 
ran a respectable fourth in the Richard 
Williams Memorial Hunters’ Chase at 
Taunton. Ridden by Jack Barber, son of 
Richard Barber, Buckler’s landlord at 


Henley, he made a mistake three out that 
probably cost him second place. 

“If he had jumped the last three as well 
as the two before that then he would • 
probably have got second; no one would 
have caught the winner, Whizzaar. But 
he ran a very respectable race; remem¬ 
ber a hunter chase is one up from his 
usual point-to-point. 

The stable would have been disap¬ 
pointed at Newbury where both The 
Sawyer and Double Dizzy were in¬ 
volved in the Blue Square Supporting 
Greatwood Veterans’ Handicap Chase 
over 314 miles. 

The Sawyer after his fine second in the 
Class 1 Weatherbys Bloodstock Insur¬ 
ance Chase at Ascot recently, stood a 
good chance of victory but could only 
finish sixth after the ground had dried 
out too much for him. 

“It was disappointing because the 
ground had dried out too much for him 
and although he stayed on they went too 
quick for him in the circumstances.” • 

Meanwhile Double Dizzy was eventu¬ 
ally pulled up by jockey Kieran Burke 
after one of his stirrups snapped late in 
the race and had to pull up. 

Mister Matt found the ground at Hunt¬ 
ingdon on Sunday a little too soft for 
him and whilst he put in a reasonable 
display to finish fourth in the Racing 
UK On Sky432 And Virgin536 Handi¬ 
cap Chase over 214 miles. 

“The ground was not as fast as he likes 
but he ran okay. He jumped well but is 
better on a left hand circuit and was also 
carrying top weight,” added Buckler.

"Do your homework - find out about the different roles 
available for the Games Makers at 
www.london2012.com/volunteering so you can show 
you really understand the role, explain why you're a great 
fit, and display the knowledgeable manner you'd have 
when helping spectators at the Games. 

"Not everyone can look after Usain Bolt's tracksuit while 
he does the 100m sprint, and if you show you're realistic 
and enthusiastic about the range of roles on offer, you'll 
show you're a great candidate to stick with the pro¬ 
gramme between now and the end of the event."

BRIDPORT PUSH LEADERS ALL THE WAY 


FRESH from my triumph at Twickenham on Saturday last I de¬ 
cided to take in Weymouth's league encounter against visitors 
Bournemouth thirds on a day that had just a hint of spring 
about it. 

Poor old Bridport seconds! Beset by injuries and unavailabil¬ 
ities as they were they had no option to concede their game 
at Salisbury seconds. 

WEYMOUTH 46pts, BOURNEMOUTH 3rd 13pts 

THE home side were asked to play with the negligible breeze 
at their backs initially on a day that was ideal for running rugby, 
and did not in fact get off to the best of starts. 

Having been pinned in their own twenty two, they kicked 
clear only for the ball to be run back at them to very good ef¬ 
fect by the Bournemouth full-back. 

He was finally checked but his colleagues recycled, went 
through the phases, playing some good rugby, and finally got 
over some ten yards from the posts.

fore the break. They then scored an unconverted try after the 
visitors had failed to find touch with a penalty kick and the ball 
had been run back.
